Marion C. Hedgepeth, ateiensl train 
robber and ofiginal. user of ‘nitre- 
wiycerin. (Called “soup” by thieves 
blowing open safes) who was killed by 
a Chicago policeman in a saloon robbery 
On New Year's eve, was in St. Louis 
six, weeks ago. He visited Chief of De- 
tectives Smith at that time to assure 
him that hé haa réeformed,. and was 
“straight.”’ 

“He told me.”’ said Chief Smith Tues- 
day, “that he had an offer of a job a? 
shoe cutter at $20 a week in St. Paul. 
but he said he thought the man who of- 
fered him the job was a professional 
strike-breaker, and he askcd my ad- 
vice about taking it. I told him he'd 


‘better do any honest work ke coulda gct, 


and he went. away. 

“Since then a St. Louis lawyer, who 
does not wish his name mentioned, has 
told me that he heard from Hedgepeth 
in St. Paul, and that he wrote that the 
climate did not agree with him, He 
wrote again from Milwankee, and again 
from Louisville, and said each time he 
was keeping ‘straight.’ 

“None of us knew he had wont to Chi- 
cago, and it surprised me to hear that 
he had been killed in’ a saloon robbery. 
That was not his class of crime. 

“He explained his prisen term in Iowa 
by .sayihe that certain ‘yeggs’ had 


‘Jobbed” him because of hig repytation, | 


and because of the fact that he was 
found M the company of a man, un- 
known to him, who was carrying a bot- 
tle of nitroglycerin.” 

Hedgepeth, with three comrades, 
robbed the Adams Express.Co. of nearly 
$50,000 in a Frisco train “hold up’ at 
Glendale Nov. 30, 1891. .4e was captured 
and senténced fn 1893 .. % years’ impris- 
onment, Gov. Folk paroled him in 1906, 
and it developed later that it was be 
cause of Hedgepeth’s services to the 
State, in revealing a plot for a general 
escape from the prison. 

Hedgepeth was credited with. giving 
the §t. Louis police the ‘‘tip” that led 
to. the capture of H. H. Holmes, arch- 
murderer and insurance swindler:
